This end is best achieved by 
the appointment of State Commis- 
r lomers to introduce new varieties 
of trees and keep people informed

Anything concerning the cholera 
and how to guard against it, is of in- 
terest just now. The Londen Lancet, 
which is regarded as good authority 
on sanitary questions, says it is a 


cholera is disteminated by means of 
the excreta of patients. It therefore 
advises that nothing of the kind be 
permitted to get into the sewers of 
cities,as in that way the disease 
germs might be carried: and spread 
in all directions. The only sure pre- 
ventive is by destroying the excreta, 
which can bedone by burying and 
the use of disinfectants. The Lancet 
thinks that this coarse should be fol 

lowed at this time with the excreta 
of all persons sfilicted with dysentery 
or diarrhoea, as there is no telling 
when cholefa thay bé caused. It may 
be even of a local, or sporadic char:
